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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

1. ) Claim Status 

Claims 17, 18, and 20-23 remain in the application. All other claims have been 
canceled without prejudice. 

Favorable reconsideration of the application is respectfully requested in view of 
the foregoing amendments and the following remarks. 

2. ) Allowed Claims 

In the Advisory Action dated March 4, 2008, Examiner Seye indicated that claims 
17, 18, and 20-22 were allowed. The Applicant believes this is a typographical error, 
and the allowed claims should actually be 17, 18, and 20-23 since claim 23 depends 
from claim 22. 

3. ) Claim Rejections -35 U.S.C. § 101 

The Advisory Action stated that claims 1, 3-6, 8, and 14 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 101 and that Applicant's amendments filed on February 11, 2008 failed to 
overcome this rejection because the amendments raised the issue of new matter. The 
Applicant has withdrawn these claims for possible filing in a continuation application. 

4. ) Conclusion 

In view of the foregoing remarks, the Applicant believes the application is now in 
condition for allowance. The Applicant, therefore, respectfully requests that the 
Examiner issue a Notice of Allowance for claims 17, 18, and 20-23. 
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The Applicant requests a telephonic interview if the Examiner has any questions 
or requires any additional information that would expedite the prosecution of the 
Application.
